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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not understand the elements of Gregg as being substantially C-shaped is not persuasive. Applicant argues that C-shaped 
requires some portion of the arms to converge towards each other and not simply diverge from each other as happens in the Gregg 
patent. Such is not persuasive as the term "C-shaped" does not appear to require any convergence of arms towards each other. Such 
convergence language is not found in the claim and does not appear as a requirement of the terminology "C-shaped". Why must the 
arms converge? A C-shape is still formed even if the arms slightly diverge. Further, even if C-shaped did required some convergenece of 
arms, employing the term "substantially C-shaped" would allow for some variation from this. Thus, Gregg is still considered to meet the 
limitations of claim 26. 
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
